WESTERN SKETCHES.- No. 4- 

In passing through Chicago with 
its 120,000 basy in habitants, new end 
splendid baildiagi, and millions of 
wealth, where, a abort time ego, stood 
Fort Dearborn, to kaep the Indians 
from depredating oa cur frontier aet- 
UemsnLt, one is struck with astonish¬ 
ment at the progress of oiviltxstion in 
our eouutry. 85 miles north of Chi¬ 
cago on tbe west side of Lake Michi¬ 
gan, another young city of 50,000 or 
60,000 inhabitants is springing up ; 
Milwinkm ia see reel y in bar teens, 
yet it is n handsome, flonrishing, buii- 
neas place. Many of the buildings 
seem to emerge from the water. I 
could aee no foundation or underpin- 
■ing^aad they appeared like prairie 
grass to start eet of the water. From 
Milwankia I went to Wsnpwn, where 
the Statu s Prison far Wisconsin is 
located. Here I had a splendid view 
of the sconriog, rubbing, end pol¬ 
ishing of tbe apper surface of the lime 
stone underlaying tha elajey earth, 
and broken down lime-stone and sur¬ 
face limy soil deposits. In the Pris¬ 
on yard the earth eight or ten feet 
deep has been removed from the sur¬ 
face of the lime strata, in order te 
quarry the rock to build a wing to the 
Prison, so I oould see a large surface 
exposed. It was bautifuliy polished 
over the uneven u well is the usual 
horizontal floor of the rock. I noticed 
the appearance of a portion of the up¬ 
per stratum 5 or 6 inches thick have j 
ing been broken off and removed ; the 
remaining nppe^ layer of the rock was I 
! nicely rounded off and smoothed.— j 
The diluTial strata were everywhere j 
viaible. The flood drift was, by the 
magnetic needle, from a point 30 deg. 
East ot North towards the South 30 
deg. W. 

A fossil had been taken out of this 
quarTj sod deposited in the prison.— 
It was about 4 fret long ind 9 to 10 
inches in circumference.

Occasionally there 
may be seen knolls a little above tbe 
level of the ground, left by tbe floods, 
composed of earth, pebbles, gravel, 
Iragmonta of trap rock, (hard bead), 
and rarely a piece of granite with 
rounded corners and often stained 
with iron. Small lime stone boulders 
are common, and make good lime.— 
The aoi! ia loamy and productive.— 
The surface water is limy. In order 
to get good water it ia necessary to 
dig down to the rock and then drill 
into it deep enough to obtain sufficient 
pure water. The deeper the rock ia 
p rforated the better the water and 
the higher it ascenda. The seams 
around the hole receives the tritnrated 
■tone cut up by the drill, ao that 
there is no necessity of clearing it But 
These wells are of different depths.— 
My brother's well is 126 1-2 feet deep. 
Tbe water is good. The deeper this 
great deposit of lime-rock is penetrat¬ 
ed, the harder and older it grows, so 
that down deep it ia very hard pressed 
and dense, and ij not soluble in wa¬ 
ter. j. o.
